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LAST MONTH OF THE TRIENNIUM. 


THE approach of the last month of the fiscal year always presents the ques- 
tion, How are we coming out financially ? but in the year of the General Con- 
vention, when report must be made to that body for the three years past, there 
is greater concern about the financial condition, inasmuch as it will affect the 
action of the Board of Missions. Debt at the close of the triennium must sen- 
sibly depress the Board of Missions in planning for the future. 

Last year closed with a debt of $24,000, which became a burden upon this 
year save a few thousand dollars, which were generously given toward its 
liquidation. The contributions this year up to July 25th, are about the same 
as to the same date last year. The legacies which may be applied, aggregate 
more than last year, but still we must hope for many and large gifts during 
August to bring us safely through the year. A month is sufficient time in 
which to hear from the summer congregations, and not only to bring into the 
list all delinquent congregations, if they be so minded, but also to secure indi- 
vidual gifts which in other years have proved so efficient in bringing up the 
receipts to meet the obligations. 

Our appeals have been so many and urgent that we are reluctant to do 
more than remind our readers that the last month of the fiscal year is upon us, 
and we trust they will not fail to do all they can for the encouragement and 
furtherance of the good work of missions. 

The Sunday-schools have done so remarkably well that we long to have 
every congregation do its part to put the contributions ahead and for such 
increase of large individual gifts as will prove that the Church is fully alive to 
the glorious privilege of carrying the blessed Gospel of salvation to all men. 

In the July number of this magazine we enumerated items amounting to 
some $15,000 needed in China and Japan, which could not be included in the 
appropriations for the new year. We received $1,000, July 26th, toward one of 
those items, for which we are devoutly grateful. 

Thank God, there are members of the Church who are eager to respond to 
such needs when they are made known. May the number of such persons grow 
in the Church, and ability be granted to them to do all that they would. It is 
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a grand thing to serve God with the strength and means which He has given, 
and if it be done heartily its reward is abundant. 


NECESSARY INCREASE OF THE EPISCOPATE. 


TE burden of too great work is forcing upon dioceses the necessity of 
securing additional Bishops either by division of dioceses or by the election of 
assistants. Virginia has decided to divide. Tennessee, under the stress of 
necessity to relieve its Bishop, voted to divide, but found that the district to be 
set off had not the requisite number of parishes and clergymen to meet the con- 
stitutional requirement, and since the convention refused to elect an assistant 
the Bishop must continue to be overburdened in his declining years. Spring- 
field has chosen an assistant, as has Texas. Florida, Michigan and- Colorado 
have decided to ask the General Convention to set off from them missionary 
jurisdictions, and the Bishop of the Jurisdiction of Washington has signified 
his purpose to ask to have eastern Washington set off as a separate jurisdiction. 
The step is taken in these cases under the stress of necessity. Of how many 
more may it be true, as in the case of Minnesota, that the necessity is just as 
urgent, but the way has not seemed plain ? 


LARGER INCREASE OF THE EPISCOPATE. 


Does not the phenomenal growth of our country in recent years suggest 
the need of a comprehensive policy for increasing the Episcopate ? The Con- 
stitution provides for the election of Assistant Bishops in certain contingencies 
and for division of dioceses when desired, if there be the requisite number of 
clergymen and parishes in the portion to be set off and a satisfactory assurance 
of suitable provision for the support of a Bishop. There the Constitution stops. 
Can it be said that that is sufficient for the growth of the Church in the con- 
ditions of our country ? 

If the Church is to keep pace with the rapid development of the states, 
much more if it is to be beforehand as a spiritual power to the people, it cannot 
afford to wait on ordinary conditions of expansion. We must needs have Bish- 
ops as leaders, evangelists and organizers, and move forward aggressively. 
There are dioceses of enormous extent of territory, which no man could pos- 
sibly administer with thoroughness, and which yet have not the ability to sup- 
port more than one Bishop. What shall be done in such cases ? 


PROVISIONAL MISSIONARY BISHOPS. 


It is proposed so to amend the Constitution of the Church as to provide for 
the setting off of missionary jurisdictions from organized dioceses. This has 
already been done in the cases of California, Texas, and Nebraska as exceptions. 
It is now proposed to make it unquestionably constitutional for any diocese to 
set off from itself a missionary jurisdiction with the consent of the General 
Convention. If this be done for the real promotion of Church growth it is one 
thing, while it would be quite another thing for a diocese to put off a burden 

upon the general Church unless there be a good prospect.of the part so ceded 
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soon becoming a self-supporting diocese. Missionary jurisdictions should be 
formed with a view to their early development into independence. The General 
Convention will not accept ceded territory unless it receives good assurance of 
speedy growth. 

The normal organization of the Church is diocesan. Should not the Mis- 
sionary Episcopate be merely provisional ? and should there not be reason shown 
why a missionary jurisdiction should continue in any case beyond a certain time ? 

In this view, would nota provisional Missionary Episcopate be a good policy 
for a transitional period, to give a section in which the Church is weak time o 
develop its strength, a breathing space during which to gather support for the 
Episcopate ? With such a policy there are populous districts which might soon 
become strongholds of the Church. 


CONCERNING MORE BISHOPS. 
THE Churchman gives expression to the following sentiments : 


This Church believes in the historic Episcopate as the norm of Church life and 
growth. It has re-enunciated the original and Divine idea of sending Bishops first, as 
evangelists, by constituting a Missionary Episcopate to lay foundations in its Home and 
Foreign fields. It could do no less and be missionary and be Episcopal. As far as it has 
goneit has prospered. The Missionary Episcopate in the western states and territories is 
the praise of all the churches. The chief obstacle to the success of that Episcopate is the 
paucity of its numbers for the enormous territory to be covered. The only reason why 
its numbers are not doubled and quadrupled is the lack of funds in the missionary store- 
house—so we are told. We believe this to be preposterous, in the primary sense of that 
term, in that it puts the cart before the horse. We believe that if the Church set an ex- 
ample of faith in God by doubling the Missionary Episcopate this year, as a beginning, 
it would be doing its plain duty, and that the Lord of the harvest would pour out a bless- 
ing upon such a venture, that there should not be room enough to contain it. ‘‘Them 
that honor Me, I will honor.” We do not claim that the blessing would be immediately 
negotiable in the form of tithes and offerings, nor that twenty-six Missionary Bishops 
might at once begin to draw on the committee for $3,000 apiece per annum and $300 
travelling expenses. It would not surprise us if such a manifestation of faith on the part 
of the Bishops and the clerical and lay deputies should kindle an enthusiasm throughout 
the Church that would take care of twenty-six Bishops as easily as of thirteen. The 
Church has never yet failed to respond to any such act of faith in God on the part of her 
representatives in council assembled.~ But what we do claim is that the work of Christ 
would go forward by leaps and bounds, where it-now creeps and crawls, and that if 
existing theories of finance are hindering the spiritual harvest, the sooner they are got 
rid of the better. 

The policy of walking by sight, in missionary endeavor, has all the sanction of 
worldly prudence. It sends forth as many laborers into the carvest as it has cash in 
hand, or ‘‘in sight,” to pay for, on an approved schedule of wages. Taking no risks, it 
cannot ask its laborers to take any. Its Missionary Bishops must have the average sti- 
pend of diocesans, the same public duty to the Church at large calling for frequent ab- 
sences from their jurisdictions and expensive journeys of 6,000 miles and under, to sit in 
council with their peers, with an occasional extra 6,000 miles for cecumenical purposes. 
The policy of walking by faith involves radical differences of administration and con- 

templates sacrifice. It is not devoid of prudence. If it doubles the Episcopate, by the 
same act it halves the territory to be traversed by the Bishop. If it confers the dignity

of the Apostolate upon a missionary, it expects him to say, ‘‘ This one thing Tedow salt 
sees no reason why a Missionary Bishop should be better clothed, better housed, better 
fed, or better paid than a missionary Priest, except the expenses incidental to his office. 
It would very speedily break up the enormous and unwieldy General Convention into 
provincial synods of convenient size and neighborhood, where every Bishop should have 
his conciliar rights, at the least outlay of time and money, and still be represented by his 
chosen peers and proctors in a compact and manageable General Council. In few 
words, the policy of walking by faith would put its strength into living Apostles set 
apart to do the work of an evangelist, rather than in extensive machinery for turning 
out all apostles after one pattern, and that pattern obsolete and old-fashioned in a new 
country that is clamoring for the Word of God. 

When Harold Brown gave $100,000 to encourage missionary jurisdictions to become 
independent dioceses, he provided a much needed stimulus to Church progress in the 
mission field. Three or four more such gifts would clear the road for every one of the 
present jurisdictions, and make Dr. Langford’s earnest plea for the increase of the Mis- 
sionary Episcopate ancient history before the October meeting of the General Convention. 
These comparatively small sums are to those infant churches what the first thousand 
dollars is to the poor man, furnishing the capital that helps them to help themselves. 
As compared with the proposed endowment of the Missionary Episcopate, this endow- 
ment of young dioceses is as superior as trade-schools for boys to old-age pensions. The 
one is vitalizing and energizing, the other is debilitating and pauperizing. Some of the 
missionary jurisdictions are fast falling into the category of old-age pensioners. For 
every jurisdiction set upon its feet and compelled to go alone, a new one can be created 
out of existing resources. Such endowments need not be the work of wealthy individ- 
uals. There are parishes enough to take a missionary jurisdiction apiece and endow the 
whole of them, between this and midsummer. Who will show a lead? Or if parishes 
fail for the entire work, why not dioceses? The five dioceses of New York State might 
raise $50,000 in one Sunday’s offerings for such a purpose properly presented. Add 
that to Mr. Brown’s quota, Dr. Saul’s quota, and the three years’ bonus of salary from 
the Board of Missions, and there is $30,000 apiece for five jurisdictions, which would set 
the stronger jurisdictions to falling over one another, in their haste to be first in inde- 
pendence. 


CLERGY RELIEF. 


THERE is pressing need for some adequate provision for the care of disabled 
clergymen and the widows and children of deceased clergymen. The Living 
Church, in its issue of July 23d, gives prominence to this subject by making it 
the occasion of its leading editorial notes as given below. It would seem thata 
relation might be arranged between the various diocesan relief funds and the 
general clergy relief fund, by which they could work together effectually and 
that the means might be largely augmented to secure efficient help for those 
who are the Church’s especial care. We are confident that no object appeals 
more powerfully to the sympathies of Christian people. 

The Living Church says : 


“‘ While we have time let us do good unto all men, especially unto them that are of 
the household of faith.” Are we doing it? Is the Church providing for her own? 
Masonic societies, guilds and brotherhoods of various names, and even some railroad 
companies, provide for their needy members and disabled officers. The soldier who is 
wounded in battle, draws his pension, and if he is slain his widow and orphan children 
receive %. Shall the soldier of the Cross have no provision when he fails from overwork 
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and old age? Shall his children be forsaken and have to beg their bread? Shall his 
widow, who has worked by his side through all his years of toil and sacrifice, be left 
homeless and stricken with poverty as with years ? 

There are many of the clergy who are “ restless,” seeking ‘‘ calls” to other parishes, 
changing at every chance. Some are constitutionally restless and fickle. Some are not 
fitted for any place and cannot stay long in any place. But by far the larger portion of 
our migrating fraternity that are seeking a better parish, are seeking it because they see 
the wolf standing at the door of their old age, and they must, if possible, go where he 
cannot come. But they cannot escape him. They lose heart and health in the struggle; 
they become incapable of their best work; they lead a vagabond life, and lay it down at 
last without the comforting assurance that the Church is able and willing to care for them. 

We believe that it is not so much a question of larger salaries or of clerical rights, as 
a question of dependent poverty at the last. The clergy can bear privations, they are 
willing to sacrifice secular things, and live with even painful economy. But they cannot 
ignore the inexorable needs of the future. Give them the assurance that if disabled they 
shall be sustained, and if called hence their families shall be fed, and they would, as a 
tule, be willing to work patiently wherever they are sent. 

There is no question, we believe, of such practical and pressing importance before 
the Church, as this : How shall we provide a permanent and sufficient fund for our dis- 
abled clergy and for the families that they leave without fortune or income? Something 
is done, it is true, in every diocese, but in few is there any adequate or reliable provision; 
in few can any assurance be given that a prudent man would dare to trust. Whether 
the relief shall come through the diocesan or general fund we cannot say. But in some 
way it ought to come, and it should be placed beyond all contingency or question. 


THE PRAYER BOOK AS A MISSIONARY AGENT. 


In a series of editorials on the revised Book of Common Prayer the Church 
Standard has the following on the Prayer Book in missions : 

It is somewhat surprising that the farsighted proposal of the Rev. Dr. Langford to 
make the Book of Common Prayer one of the Church’s most conspicuous missionary 
agents has apparently attracted so little attention. Im the newer states and even in the 
older states, there are whole regions in which the Protestant Episcopal Church is alto- 
gether unknown, and not a few in which it is supposed to differ but slightly from the 
Church of Rome. There are thousands of ministers of different denominations who 
denounce it on account of its supposed formalism and unspirituality. The majority of 
them have simply inherited an ancient prejudice. They have never come in contact 
with the Church. They know nothing of its worship and nothing of its inner life. 
When the Prayer Book comes into their hands, the more devoutly spiritual they are, the 
more certainly does their prejudice disappear. From enemies they are often changed to 
friends, and their minds are sometimes turned with longing and affection to the Church 
of their fathers, which they have never known. Their extemporary prayers are mingled 
with the solemn phrases of the Prayer Book; they introduce its anthems into public 
worship; the Christian Year begins to be observed; and so through the silent missionary 
agency of the Prayer Book, the way is gradually opened for the living missionary. A 
distinguished non-Episcopal divine has expressed his wonder that the Episcopal Church 
should be so blind to its advantage in possessing such a tract as the Book of Common 
Prayer. ‘‘Every one,” he said, ‘“ who reads it must admire and love it, and venerate 
the Church which has produced it. Its Christian breadth, its deep spirituality, its adap- 
tation to the uses of all who profess and call themselves Christians, its unsectarian char- 
acter, excluding as it does all forms of sectarian controversy —these make the Book of 
Common Prayer an ideal agent for winning the regard of Christian people for the Church 
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to which it belongs.” This gentleman went still further, saying that he would consider 
it a great gain to the spiritual life of all denominations of Christians if the Episcopal 
Church were to send a copy of the Prayer Book to every minister of every religious body 
in the land. Asacontribution to the cause of Christian unity (which must begin in 
unity of spirit, if there is ever to be a bond of peace), we can think of nothing likely to 
be more effectual than the distribution of 50,000 copies of the Prayer Book in that way. 

Dr. Langford’s project includes not only that, but a still more extensive circulation 
of the Prayer Book by means of colportage; and we are of the opinion that it would be 
welcomed by Christian people of all denominations. 

We trust that the approaching General Convention will spend little time in legisla- 
tion, and that it will devote much time to missions. If it shall do so we doubt whether 
any missionary project more worthy of consideration than that of Dr. Langford can be 
brought before the Convention when sitting as a Board of Missions. 


Following is a part of an address delivered by Wm. 8S. Langford, D.D., be- 
fore the Missionary Council, in Detroit, October 20th, 1891 : 


I come now to speak of an instrument for missionary work, the multiplication of 
which would be of incalculable advantage in Church growth and in spiritual help to all 
the people. It is an instrument which can travel farther, and stay longer, reach more 
people and teach them with more sure wisdom, than the voice of the living missionary— 
an instrument which we alone possess, and which places us at immense advantage over 
every other missionary body in this land. 

The Book of Common Prayer is our peculiar inheritance, which in the providence 
of God we hold for the good of this people, and for the distribution of which we alone 
are responsible. It is the talent, or five or ten talents, if you please, intrusted to this 
Church. Shall we use it, or keep it wrapped up in a napkin? The Prayer Book is the 
one bond of unity between all Churchmen. However we may differ among. ourselves, 
we are all Prayer Book Churchmen. We all believe in it and love it, and vie with each 
other in the value we set upon that inestimable treasure. And the people will learn its 
worth. ‘‘ After the Bible,” said the great noncomformist, Adam Clarke, ‘‘the Book of 
Common Prayer is the book of my understanding and my heart.’’ It carries the Gospel 
in fulness and in due proportion in the system of the Christian Year. Its festivals and 
fasts expound the great facts and doctrines of Divine Revelation. and group the incidents 
and teachings of our Lord’s Ministry. Its creeds embody the faith of Christendom. Its 
anthems and canticles lift up the soul in loftiest acts of worship. Its Psalter, in por- 
tions for daily use, sweeps the whole range of numan experience. Its catechism instructs 
childhood in the elements of religion, and its various offices, fitting into all the changes 
of life, carry cheer and solace to the sick, the aged, the afflicted, and sanctify the vary- 
ing conditions of human existence. 

In purity of language, elevation of thought, chaste and sublime eloquence, it is a 
model of literary style. In reverence and humility toward God, and in respect for law 
and order, it is a wholesome teacher. In mercy, justice and charity toward the lowliest, 
it breathes the spirit of brotherhood. No other book is so worthy to become the 
religious book of the households of America; taking its place beside the family Bible, 
asa witness to the truth, a treasury of devotion, and an incentive to right thinking 
and righteous living. 

DISTRIBUTE THE PRAYER BOOK 

It is often said that, since the people will not come to the Church, the Church must 
go to the people. Who, then, is so well equipped for carrying the Church to the people 
as we who have the Book of Common Prayer? I would sow this land with the Prayer 
Book, as the greatest spiritual benefit that can be bestowed upon our generation. I 
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would take it into every house, and offer it at a price, or leave it as a gift, so that no 
family should be without it. 

The American Tract Society is sustained to publish and circulate religious tracts. 
The American Bible Society has four times in its history carried through a systematic 
canvass to supply the Holy Scriptures to every family in the United States. Whyshould 
not we also have the American Prayer Book Society, with branches in every diocese, 
guilds in every parish, agents reaching every corner of the land? What a sphere of use- 
fulness it would open to those who wish to be employed in doing good! The saying 
sometimes spoken in taunt, that we are the Church of the Prayer Book, might well be 
adopted as our slogan in the campaign to furnish that blessed book to the families of 
America. 

The time is peculiarly opportune for such a movement. During a period of twelve 
years, the Book of Common Prayer has been in the process of revision. Next year the 
General Convention will order its publication in the completed form in which, at the 
beginning of our second century, we would send it forth to the people of America. 

Let us put upon its title page, The American Book of Common Prayer. American 
to distinguish it from the English Prayer Book and clearly to identify it. American 
also because we aim to make it the book of all American Christians. There could be 
nothing presumptuous in that; rather, it would be the part of true humility and unself 
ishness. 

There is a strong drift among Protestant Christians toward liturgical forms of wor- 
ship, and this our contribution to satisfy that desire and longing should be sent forth with 
winged speed in numbers sufficient to reach everybody. 

The National Conference of Unitarians, which recently met at Saratoga, adopted a 
liturgy, leaving its use optional. The announcement has been made, that the Congrega- 
tionalists at Toledo, Ohio, have adopted our Prayer Book for their Sunday evening 
services. 


A CONTRIBUTION TO CHRISTIAN UNITY. 


There are more than 100,000 ministers of various denominations in the United States. 
It would not be wide of the mark to estimate that three-fourths of them do not know the 
Prayer Book ; most of them have never seen it. In what way could the next General 
Convention make such a wise and practical contribution to the cause of Christian unity 
as by ordering that an edition of 100,000 copies of the revised Prayer Book should be dis- 
tributed and presented to this great body of Christian teachers? While I am writing the 
mail brings to me a Swedenborgian tract, containing ‘‘an affectionate address to all 
clergymen,” offering to send to them upon receipt of the postage three octavo volumes. 
They did send them to me years ago without waiting for postage. Others pursue this 
method of disseminating their teachings. Would it not be a small thing in comparison 
for us to send this book of our doctrine and worship, the Book of the Ages, to all Chris- 
tian ministers ? 

The time is not only opportune, but it is exceedingly propitious for a grand mis- 
sionary movement of this kind for the reason that, when the revised book is issued after 
so many years of anxious thought, it will be widely advertised and it will prove the most 
universally interesting book in existence. 

For these reasons, then, I think we are bound to organize and set in motion a Prayer 
Book propaganda: 

First, because it will prove the most useful and efficient spiritual gift that it is 
in the power of anybody to impart, fitted to nurture a nation of Christian men and 
women ; 

Secondly, because it must prove a most valuable contribution to the cause of Chrisitan 
unity and present a rallying point for those who are weary of division; 
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Thirdly, because it presents the ideal of the Church and will be found the best agency 
for reconciling the people to the Church, and gathering them into its membership. 


The following resolutions were unanimously adopted by the Council: 


Resolved, That this Missionary Council cordially approves of the plan of the Rev. 
Dr. Langford for the general distribution of the Prayer Book as a missionary agency, and 
urges respectfully upon the next General Convention the importance of taking formal 
action in accordance therewith. 

Resolved, That the matter of the distribution of the Book of Common Prayer as a 
missionary agency be referred to a committee consisting of two Bishops, two Presbyters 
and two laymen, to prepare and present a memorial upon the subject to the next General 
Convention. 

The committee was constituted as follows:

THE WORK OF A BISHOP. 


BisHop Pappock, of the Jurisdiction of Washington, in speaking of the 
arrears of work consequent upon his disability last winter and spring says : 


It is an impossibility with many to realize the pressure arising from the number of 
letters requiring answer, received by one in the Episcopal office. The reply to five or 
ten each day, and day after day, is comparatively a slight thing; but with prolonged 
detention from accomplishment of the daily task, the accumulation soon numbers bun- 
dreds. Letters of every variety! Letters from a loving mother far away from the 
wandering son; letters from a perplexed rector in reference to matters of doctrine, or the 
temporalities of his parish ; letters from laymen complaining of ministerial acts, inex- 
plicable to them ; letters from a brother clergyman or his widow, who would safely invest 
their little savings in western securities; letters from a missionary, burdened with un- 
forseen trials incident to illness, and seeking pecuniary relief; letters from eastern clergy- 
men, who would be told minute details of the work in our jurisdiction (but who, after 
much correspondence, decide at last to devote their abilities to another field); letters of 
grateful acknowledgment for every sum received in aid of our work, even a ten cent 
offering from a little child; these and many others, for neglect of which I should be 
severely and justly censured, to say nothing of circulars, reports, etc., amounting to 
thousands in the yearly aggregate—these multitudinous letters must, unless the law of 
Christian courtesy is ignored, be duly acknowledged. The correspondence of every faith- 
ful Bishop, even though he receives much aid kindly given by members of his family, 
makes it obligatory upon him to spend a considerable portion of time at home and is as 
essentially a part of his work as is the journeying from place to place for the ‘‘ laying on 
of hands” or other episcopal duty. .. . 

In presenting the account of a year’s duties, I have never attempted to report all the 
numerous committee meetings or the interviews with rectors, vestries, or individual lay- 
men, on matters of general Church interest, or in regard to single parishes, the appoint- 
ments with many for conference upon spiritual or temporal matters—all and each re- 
quiring thought, prayer, and time. No Bishop who strives to be faithful can any more 
minutely narrate his work than can a faithful pastor of a large parish. I once dreamed 
of the probability, in my present position, of hours of reading and study—ever a luxury 
to a lover of books. That pleasant dream was long since dispelled. All of my waking 
hours, and often, too, many that I desire to give to sleep, are devoted to thoughtful and 
prayerful plans for the advancement of the high and holy work entrusted to me. 
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THE IMPORTANCE OF THE CHILDREN’S LENTEN OFFERING. 


We believe that no single line of effort now being attempted in our Church 
on behalf of its general missions is more important than the Children’s Lenten 
Offering. The children have gathered for missions this year in their Lenten 
offerings, in round numbers, $75,000. This is a very large sum to be raised, 
mainly in seven weeks, by the children of the Church, and contributed as it has 
been to the work of evangelizing the world, we do not know anything which 
more clearly shows that ‘‘of such ” as children are “‘is the Kingdom of Heaven.” 
The total appropriation for the whole Church for missions at home and abroad 
this fiscal year is $446,000. The money which the children have gathered in 
their Lenten Offering represents an amount equal to about seventeen per cent. 
of the year’s appropriation ! 

The large amount of money gathered by the children, however, is not the 
feature of the Lenten Offering which shows most plainly its commanding im- 
portance. ‘‘ The child is father to the man.” It cannot be doubted that the 
Lenten Offering is, year by year, training multitudes of the Church’s children 
to be men and women interested in its general missionary work—givers not only 
of their money, but of prayer and time and effort, and in many cases of them- 
selves. 

Furthermore, we may be assured, and this to us is the most encouraging 
thought of all, that the annual Lenten Offering is without-doubt educating 
countless thousands of the children of the Church to be co-workers hereafter in 
missionary effort. There is great power in the united labors of great numbers 
for definite good work, and it is a power which constantly increases. The 
enthusiasm of a multitude grows with surprising rapidity, and at last, wisely 
directed, carries everything before it. For this reason we hope for such results 
in the future from the Children’s Lenten Offering for General Missions as the 
most sanguine of its present promoters cannot foresee. 


BRIEF MENTION. 

THE Rev. Dr. Charles R. Hale was consecrated to the Episcopate at Davenport, Iowa, 
on Tuesday, July 26th. Bishop Hale’s title is Bishop of Cairo, assistant to the Bishop of 
Springfield. This is a singularly appropriate title for one who has been a distinguished 
orientalist, as has Bishop Hale, for many years. 


THE Pacific Churchman announces that ‘‘ Northern Texas will ask the General 
Convention that it may be made a diocese.” Good. 


BIsHOP Morris, of Oregon, who proposed to resign, has accepted the advice of a 
committee of the council to let them elect an assistant for him: Again good. 


THE Rev. Dr. W. M. Jefferis, rector of the Church of the Epiphany, Philadelphia, 
has determined to remove to Tacoma, Washington, to become rector of the Church of 
the Holy Communion and president of Washington College, in that city. It is announced 
that Dr. Jefferis will act as missionary assistant to Bishop Paddock, and become Dean of 
Tacoma. 


A CLERGYMAN who called upon us recently told of a layman of his parish, a man of 
peculiar attractiveness and graces of person and character, who has passed to the other 
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world. ‘‘He was always in church twice on Sunday, and his eyes were on his Prayer Book 
throughout the service. He ever expressed his gratitude for the privileges of God’s house 
and the hope in Christ, and ” he added, ‘‘ during all my acquaintance with him he gave away 
in charity not less than one-third of hisincome. His wealth was largely overestimated be- 
cause of his generosity in giving, butit was to him a principle and a joy to be doing good.” 


THE Anpao Kin (the Daybreak), as many of our readers are aware, is a little paper 
published in the Sioux language by the Indian mission in South Dakota. The second 
number of volume nine announces that hereafter it will be issued from the office of the 
Daily Leader, of Madison, South Dakota, under the editorship of the Rev. W. J. Cleve- 
land. Mr. Cleveland writes that ‘“‘those who desire to see how Indian looks in print, 
and at the same time help a good cause, can do so by sending fifteen cents (postage 
stamps received) to Anpao Kin, Sioux Falls, South Dakota, when the paper will be 
mailed to them for six months.” 


More than 4,000 wills were contested in the courts of the United States in 1891, and 
about sixty per cent. of them were broken. More than ever;is it evident that if any one 
wants a portion of his money to go to religious and philanthropic objects he had better 
give it during his lifetime. 


WARDENS AND VESTRYMEN. 


° FROM BISHOP ATWILL OF WEST MISSOURI. 


Your words about the duties of wardens and vestrymen seem to me timely and 
important, and I thank you for calling the attention of this very large body of chosen men 
to their responsibility before God. I would rather magnify than belittle their office, for 
there is power for good in it, and the more they appreciate the sacred trust committed to 
them the more as honorable men and Christians will they be impelled faithfully to dis- 
charge their duties. 

What duties these are! For example, the choice of a rector. How carefully it 
should be made! Vestries might get on better with this duty if they would not consider 
themselves quite infallible and would consult their Bishop. 

Inany event, however, a large share of the responsibility falls upon them, demanding 
on their part prayer, prudence and perseverance, with such consideration for the dignity of 
the priestly office as will not permit them to ask their candidate to come and exhibit him- 
self before them ; with such an intelligent notion of the Church as impels them to ask 
not only, Ishe brilliant ? will he draw ? but chiefly, Is he sound in the faith, godly, fitted 
for this work, and a friend of missions. The best man is not he who will live only for 
the parish of St. Sordes, but who will fill St. Sordes with a passion for missions. 

This leads me to reflect how important to a parish is a vestry who know that some- 
thing is going on in the Church outside, who, by reading THE SPIRIT OF MISSIONS and 
other publications, know what that something is and who are bound that the people whom 
they represent shall have some share of that work and its consequent blessing. 

I once had a vestryman who used to say roughly that ‘‘ whatever was given for mis- 
sions was yanked out of the parish treasury,” and, while I am glad to be able to bear 
witness that he gave better than he talked, I fear his view of the matter prevails in some 
places, and deprives the Church of means to carry on the work of the Lord. Where this 
spirit prevails the parish generally is affected with ossification of the heart, or with in- 
sufficient alimentation, for no parish destitute of generous impulses can be truly nour - 
ished by the Word of God. 

An efficient vestry represents not only the old and conservative, but the young and, 
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aggressive wing of the parish, and in at least one instance, it is the custom to retire two 
members every three years, putting new men in their places. The plan works well, 
The best warden I ever had was a comparatively young man, who plunged into Church 
work with the ardor of an enthusiast, seconding nobly every enterprise in the parish and 
in outlying missions and sometimes leading on. 

Yes, when the wardens and vestrymen manage the affairs of the parish with an eye 
to the general welfare of the Church, when they incite to church-going by themselve$ 
being in their places at divine service, when they unite and welcome their neighbors and 
strangers to the church, when they hold up the hands of the rector and promote harmony 
among the people, they are doing no more than their duty and are a power for good. 

I send you these few hastily written lines in response to your request, and wish you 
God-speed in your attempts to dignify this office, which exists and will continue no doubt 
for years to come as one of the parts of our parish organism. 


VIEWS OF BISHOP LEONARD OF OHIO. 


A matter of great importance is the selection and choice of desirable persons for 
wardens and vestrymen in our parishes. The people’s representatives should in all senses 
represent them. To our vestries are committed the temporal affairs of the churches in 
this diocese. They are trustees of real estate, of funds, and of material. Are they 
always selected because of their recognized abilities in these directions? They are not 
put into these places to own the glebes and buildings—these actually belong to the juris- 
diction, and are parts and parcels of this large and widespread corporation. To be the 
trustees for the diocese, as well as for the parish, are our laymen chosen to office, and I 
believe that they should bear a regarded responsibility in this particular. Consider how 
sacred is this trust—how carefully, prudently and conscientiously it should be guarded. 
To so develop their property —to so manage their income—to so invest their funds—to so 
administer the parish affairs that when their stewardship is completed they may be able 
torender a goodaccount. Do our vestries entirely comprehend these features? Do they 
attend to the details of their obligations as punctiliously and scrupulously as when they are 
directors of banks and insurance companies? Are they sensibly affected by the fact that 
the portions of property they are to maintain belong really to God, and nottoman? The 
canon defines the extent of their prerogatives, and it should be well read and understood by 
every one who accepts the official honor given to him by the people of his congregation. 

As a rule our wardens and vestrymen in Ohio are earnest, loyal and good persons, 
and well worthy of their vocation. I take great comfort in the consciousness that for 
the most part our lay representatives are appreciative of their name and their position. I 
wish devoutly that in every instance they would become communicants of the Church, 
and do their Christian duty of public confession of our Lord, and so raise the vestry 
standard in the eyes of the people. For think of the spiritual interests that are indirectly, 
yes, directly, committed to their control. Should a young man desire to become a can- 
didate for Holy Orders from a parish, it is the voice and vote of the vestrymen that must 
be affixed to their recommendation ere he pass the Bishop and the standing committee. 
Should a candidate for ordination to the Diaconate, or Priesthood later on, wish to con- 
summate his prayerful wishes, the wardens and vestrymen must, under our canons, give 
the assent in writing. They choose their delegates to our diocesan conventions, and these 
select the representatives who must goon to the great triennial council of the genera] 
Church. What an extended ecclesiastical power is thus vested in our vestries, and how 
wise and true, and how intelligent as Churchmen each and all should be. They ought 
to be men of prayer, men of grace, men of deep religious conviction, and men who know 
of the doctrinal position and the historical attitude of our Holy Mother.— Convention Ad- 
dress, 1892.

COMMISSION ON WORK AMONG THE COLORED PEOPLE. 


A STATED meeting of the Commission 
was held in Washington, D. C., on Thurs- 
day, June 16th. Present: Bishop Dudley of 
Kentucky, Chairman; Bishop Paret of Ma- 
ryland, Bishop Randolph of Virginia, the 
Rev. Drs. Eccleston, Gray, McKim and 
Newton, and Messrs. Davis and Pellew. 

The treasurer's statement showed a bal- 
ance on hand, June 1st, of $27, 102.26. 

The question of the arrears of salary due 
to the general missionary, the Rev. W. H. 
Wilson, was referred to the secretary with 
power. It appears that an effort was to be 
made by St. Peter's Church, Pittsburgh, on 
Sunday, June 26th, to meet this deficiency, 
when the amounts pledged have been called 
for. 

A letter of June 18th, from Bishop Nel- 
son, of Georgia, was read, informing the 
Commission of his intention to appoint at 
the earliest possible moment an archdeacon 
for Colored work in the Diocese of Georgia, 
and requesting that a salary of $1,500 be 
reserved for that officer; whereupon it was 


Resolved: That the Commission, in conformity 
with its instructions from the Board of Managers, 
await the nomination of the person to be appointed 
archdeacon, and that they will reserve a salary for 
that officer upon his entrance upon his duties; and 
that the executive committee be empowered to act 
upon such nomination. 

The vacancy of the archdeaconry of Ten- 
nessee having been brought under consider- 
ation it was 

Resolved: That it appearing that the appointment 
of Mr. Perry as archdeacon of Tennessee had been 
revoked, the appropriation for an archdeacon in that 
diocese be suspended from the ist of June current. 


The Rev. Dr. Gray, in the name of the 
Bishop of Tennessee, nominated the Rev. 
W. H. Wilson, at present acting as general 
missionary in North Carolina, as arch- 


deacon of Tennessee, and Mr. Wilson was 
appointed. 

On motion the executive committee was 
authorized to appoint a successor to Mr. 
Wilson as general missionary, and to assign 
his field of labor. 

Bishop Paret moved that the acting sec- 
retary be authorized to draw on the treas- 
urer for the amount of all special contribu- 
tions for objects not already aided by the 
Commission, and to remit the amount to 
the proper parties, and also, that the acting 
secretary be authorized to draw on the 
treasurer for such sums as may be required 
in connection with the Commission, in place 
of the Bishop of Maryland, and that these 
resolutions be communicated to the treas- 
urer, Duly seconded and carried. 

The secretary presented a summary of 
the financial results of the appeals made on 
behalf of the Commission by the southern 
Bishops, by appointment with churches in 
the northern dioceses. Ten Bishops, in- 
cluding two from the North, took part in 
making these appeals. ‘The returns from 
thirty-eight out of forty-six churches show 
$3,616 in money, besides promises of con- 
tinued aid and interest. 

The secretary presented reports from the 
general missionary in the Diocese of North 
Carolina, and from the archdeacons of 
North Carolina, South Carolina and Mary- 
land. 

Detailed applications for increased ap- 
propriations were presented from the Dio- 
ceses of Alabama, Georgia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Springfield. 

The Rev. Dr. Eccleston stated that the 
Board of Managers, in accordance with the 
request of the Commission, as expressed in

its resolution of April 21st, had appro- 
priated to the work among Colored people 
under the Commission for the next year 
$40,000, with all special and designated 


gifts in the same manner as during the 
current year. 


On motion it was 


Resolved: That the appropriations for the several 
dioceses for the first quarter of the ensuing year be 
on the basis of the appropriations for the current 
year as they now stand; for six archdeacons on the 
same basis; for King Hall at the rate of $1,700 per 
annum; for office expenses at the rate of $500 per 
annum; and for further appropriations which may 
be needed during that quarter at the rate of one- 
fourth of $2,400 per annum. 


The appropriations made to the respec- 
tive dioceses in conformity with the rules 
and regulations of the Commission for the 
first quarter of the year commencing Sep- 
tember Ist, 1892, will be as follows:

Resolved: That the further consideration of the 
resolutions of the Bishop of Kentucky, as to a 
change in the Church Canons to render the work of 
the Commission more effective, be postponed to the 
October meeting. 


The Commission adjourned to meet at 
Washington on Tuesday, October 4th, at 
11 o'clock. 


THE MISSIONARY WORKERS IN UTAH. 


Says the Rev. Wm. Montgomery in his re- 
cently published book onthe Mormon prob- 
lem: ‘‘ There are heroes and heroines in these 
latter days among the Christian missionary 
workers in Utah. No Foreign missionary ser 
vice requires a more self-sacrificing spirit. 
The laborer in Utah has peculiar burdens 
which are found in no other field: heis isolat- 
ed from congenial society ; the vulgarities and 
profanity of Mormons and their children sur- 
round families with injurious influences ; 
and a moral miasm exists in the whole social 
atmosphere which must be experienced to 
be understood.” 

Here is what he says about some of the 
Mormons who are better than their system: 
‘¢The author would urge upon congress and 
upon the humane citizens of this republic, 
and upon Christian people everywhere, that 


their sympathy and help are due to the com- 
mon people among the Mormons, and espe- 
cially to the young and tothe children. These 
are not to blame for the wrongs of Mor- 
monism. Most of them are sincere, and are 
better than their system. In most cases 
they were originally deceived into it, or have 
been born into it, and know very little of any- 
thing better. They have been kept in igno- 
rance, away from acquaintance with better 
society, and have been taught to hate ‘ Gen- 
tiles’ as enemies and most wicked people. 
Statesmanship and Christianity alike require 
that they be henceforward protected with a 
strong arm from their oppressors, and that 
the doorways of education and the Gospel 
be opened to them. These deluded people 
have fallen among thieves, and the deeds 
of the Good Samaritan are much needed.” 
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MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


WASHINGTON.—Bishop Paddock, in his 
annual address to the convocation of the 
jurisdiction says: ‘‘ As we thus review the 
twelve months since we last assembled in 
convocation, we find the record of advance 
in many ways. Eleven new churches, 
chapels, or mission houses have been added 
to our number. Other buildings are nearly 
ready for use and many services have been 
held in smail towns or hamlets hitherto un- 
reached, 

‘‘T have always refrained from anything 
that might seem like a glorification of our- 
selves or our work. For whatever has been 
accomplished, to God be the praise. But it 
may be well for the friends of our mission 
to know what we have been able to accom- 
plish by patient, quiet labor and toil. At 
our first convocation, August, 1881, the re- 
port of a committee presented the value of 
school property, church buildings, etc., in 
the jurisdiction, at $37,000, and the number 
of communicants, 806. We find last year 
reported 2,262 communicants, with twenty- 
eight clergy, forty parishes or missions, and 
property valued at $550,000. 

“At the convocation of 1891, a com- 
mittee was appointed to seek the endow- 
ment of the Episcopate of Washington. 
This committee will present a report through 
their chairman. I merely state here that 
several meetings have to my knowledge 
been held, but I understand that with the 
unprecedented stringency of money matters, 
it has not been found possible to raise the 
full amount necessary to make Washington 
an independent diocese. I have not felt 
justified in entering a parish, unsolicited by 
the rector, in order to solicit for contribu- 
tions to this fund, especially as our strong- 
est parishes are burdened with debt. Ihave 
rested content with issuing a letter upon 
the subject and making my own offering in 
aid of the cause. Should it at last be found 
impracticable to raise the amount needed, 
I propose, if agreeable to you, setting before 
the House of Bishops at the General Conven- 
tion the fact that the Jurisdiction of Wash- 
ington embraces an area equal to that of the 
Dioceses of New Jersey, Connecticut, and 
Massachusetts and the four dioceses of the 
State of New York; and though in portions 
sparsely populated, has been and continues 
rapidly increasing in population. I would 


therefore ask the setting apart of the eastern 
portion of the state as a separate missionary 
jurisdiction and the appointment of another 
Missionary Bishop to serve there. 

‘‘Separation from many friends and co- 
laborers in that part of the field, in which I 
have worked for more than a decade of 
years, would be a trial to me; but I should 
have the privilege of believing fuller and 
better work could be thus done, of leaving 
a number of churches and missions estab- 
lished and faithfully ministered to by be- 
loved clergymen, many small church build- 
ings scattered through the country, and 
good school property in both Walla Walla 
and Spokane—in Walla Walla, valued at 
$20,000; and in Spokane, land valued at 
about $100,000, besides the parish property. 
This land is committed to the charge of 
trustees for educational, benevolent and ec- 
clesiastical purposes in and about Spokane. 

«¢Tf that proposal seems wise and practi- 
cable to the House of Bishops, I shall be 
thankful to be relieved of a portion of this 
great field. Whatever they in their wisdom 
determine, so long as God gives me life and 
strength, powers of mind and body, so long 
shall I count it a joy and a privilege to con- 
secrate these His gifts to His holy service, 
seeking among the people with whom I 
dwell to do all to His honor and glory and 
so to hasten the coming of His Kingdom to 
this our beloved land.” 


WESTERN MICHIGAN.—Bishop Gillespie 
has addressed a pastoral letter to his people, 
in which he speaks thus wisely on the sub- 
ject of the general missionary work of the 
Church: ‘‘ As the parish stands related to 
the diocese, so the diocese to the Church at 
large. With our ‘straight places,’ we are 
no independent Church. We draw our 
right to be, our law of life, our ‘ nursing 
care and protection,’ from the Church in 
these United States. We claim place in her 
councils, we readily receive her bestow- 
ments, and we are proud of her name and 
her proportions. 

‘‘The missions of the Church have first 
claim, ‘They are of her very life. A Church 
that is not ‘lengthening its stakes and 
strengthening its cords’ is a dying Church. 
Our clergy and people have recognized this 
obligation, and probably to this in part we 
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owe the generous aid which I have already 
mentioned. The cases of omission of an- 
nual offerings for Domestic Missions, in- 
cluding missions to Indians and Colored 
people, are few; but rarely does the amount 
represent the ability of the parish. This is 
no day to give the cold shoulder to the 
Church’s missionary work. We have lost 
too much time already. It is mortifying 
how far beyond us are religious bodies that 
at a much later day planted their institu- 
tions on these shores. 

‘**To meet these appeals will require that 
your minds and hearts are interested in 
their objects. No method that does not 
promote this interest will be of very per- 
manent value. You must know the gen- 
eral duty of consecrating a portion of your 
property to the Lord in thus sustaining His 
Kingdom on earth—a duty just as plain as 
prayer and receiving the Holy Communion; 
but beyond this, each object must be com- 
mended to your judgment and your con- 
science. 

‘*In this view I recommend to the clergy 
appropriate sermons at the stated time of 
the offerings, and frequent meetings, at 
which missionary topics, and whatever re- 
lates to works of benevolence, shall be pre- 
sented and discussed. If a tithe of the 
interest that is thrown into building a 
church or a rectory or even providing for 
church adornment were thrown into the 
promotion of Christ’s Kingdom on earth, 
there would be no call for such an appeal 
as I now present. 

‘¢ Business methods must enter into ‘ doing 
our alms.’ The mere taking up an offering 
will not bring into the Lord’s treasury what 
is justly due. Plainly, Sunday collections 
will not suffice. They are at the mercy of 
the weather, the season; with the average 
parishioner they merely put the hand into 
the pocket, which has not been filled with 
any thought of pressure in the church. 

“In every parish, in your parish, the 
whole matter should be laid out in advance 
and provision made for each object. It 
may be a certain weekly or monthly con- 
tribution, or better, certain sums asked and 
pledged for each object. Such a system 
will require thought and time. It demands 
a rector who feels as St. Paul did when he 
paused in his great work to carry alms to 
the hunger-bitten saints at Jerusalem; and 
when he brought to bear on his own soul 
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and on the souls of others the grand argu- 
ment of ‘Christ becoming poor, that they 
might abound in this grace of a feeling 
heart and liberal hand.’ It demands a peo- 
ple who are studying to serve God in true 
righteousness and holiness, and who know 
that if they will save their souls they must 
contend against the natural selfishness of 
their hearts.” 


WEST MissouRI.—Bishop Atwill writes: 
“‘T trust that the appropriation to West 
Missouri may be continued and if the Board 
should see fit to give me an addition of 
$300, I could push on the work at Clinton. 
This town is very important in itself (hav- 
ing a population of 5,000 and growing rap- 
idly) and also as a strategic point, being 
central to a large region of unworked terri- 
tory. Travelling men and others have 
called my attention to its importance. I 
can only say in reply, ‘ Alas, I know it.’ I 
want to send a man there to live among the 
people. 

‘“©We have a missionary population un- 
reached by our clergy numbering 626,000— 
more than the entire population of either of 
the missionary jurisdictions, and we can 
only hope to make a permanent impression 
upon it by building up the Church in such 
points as Clinton. 

“Trenton, with a population of about 
6,000, is another point of like importance in 
the north, but I can hardly hope to do much 
there this year. 

“« A few responses to an appeal I sent out 
to 167 parishes will enable me, I trust, to 
place a missionary at Neosho, giving him 
charge also of Pierce City, Minett and 
Aurora, 

“Neosho is a lively town with (that rare 
thing in Missouri) beautiful springs and 
streams of crystal water. The women have 
bought a lot and they are making a brave 
struggle to build a little church. 

‘‘ At Salisbury lives an Englishman who 
is determined to have a church before he 
dies and is willing to give half the cost him- 
self, and many say they will come to us if 
a church is built. I trust the Lord will 
open the hearts of some of His faithful 
ones to help them. 

‘‘T begin to understand now the reasons 
why western Bishops beg and pray for 
Church schools, A true Church school, so 
endowed that the best education could be 
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given for charges within the reach of our 
people, would give us power to mould the 
religious life of our young people and pre- 
pare lay missionaries for the households of 
the future. Now the Romanist is moulding 
them in his schools, sects are moulding 
them in their schools. The Church is 
robbed of her children. 

“¢ What a monument to the glory of God 
would be an endowed school in this rapidly 
developing region! We hope, in time, that 
our own people may be able and willing to 
further such projects. They give now, in 
proportion to their ability, more than most 
dioceses; but the time for schools is now, 
and now wecannot build them. The Church 
in other great western cities has had bene- 
factors—a Minturn, a Wolf, a Curtis, a 
Mudge. The wave of eastern beneficence 
has rolled past Kansas City, leaving no 
trace, to bless and enrich regions beyond. 
God be praised for the good done in those 
regions, and double the gifts sent there ! 
May God help us too!” 

In a later communication Bishop Atwill 
says: ‘‘ In writing to you yesterday I spoke 
of eastern benefactions passing by Kansas 
City and going on to the farther West, 
‘leaving no trace here.’ That, however, 
was not quite correct. It was true of the 
time preceding the division of the diocese, 
but since I came out my good friends Dr. 
and Mrs. Seward Webb have given me 
$1,200 to found a parish in Kansas City. 
The parish is organized, the church built, 
and we have 120 communicants and one of 
the best Sunday-schools in the diocese. My 
relative, Mrs. Edson, gave me $400, en- 
abling me to open a church near Kansas 
City that had been long closed. 

‘““My previous statement might seem to 
ignore these gifts for which I am profound- 
ly grateful. 

“‘T have just been preparing a statement 
for our missionary committee at our meet- 


ing this evening, and find to my dismay — 
that after dividing all the money assured . 


by the General Board and the diocese Iam 
still without sufficient means to provide for 
work at Nevada, Marshall, Blackburn, Hig- 
ginsville, Sweet Springs, Carrollton, Rich- 
mond, Brunswick, Salisbury, Brookfield, 
Laclede, St. Catherine’s, Hamilton, Ver- 
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sailles, Platte City, Weston, Trenton, Craig, 
Marcelline, Dawn, Stanberry, Maisland, 
Deepwater, El Dorado Springs, Webb City, 
Oronogo, Odessa, Liberty, and for Clinton 
only partially—twenty-eight points where 
we have encouragements to do earnest work, 
but can do only what the archdeacon and I 
can find time for now and then. It is dread- 
ful. The good women of the Auxiliary 
(thank the Lord) have agreed, in addition 
to their other work, to pay the entire salary 
of one man. That enables me to open a 
closed church and give services to a number 
of missions, These points are not among 
the twenty-eight named above. 

“I spoke yesterday of writing to 167 par- 
ishes, asking for a small sum from each. 
One hundred and forty-five of these, many 
of them in charge of rectors who are old 
friends of mine, did not even answer my 
letter ; but I am sure the Lord will not for- 
sake us. The good days are coming, and 
both clergy and laity of this diocese are 
manifesting a noble spirit.” 


THE Rev. Francis Byrne writesas follows: 
‘“ Through the goodness of God, by His sus- 
taining grace, I have been permitted to see, 
on the 4th of May (last Wednesday), the en- 
trance on my eighty-sixth year of age, in 
comparative good health, and in the mis- 
sionary discharge of active duties. For 
which, I am, in heart and spirit, profoundly 
thankful. Though I have had two attacks 
of the grip, which, for a few weeks, con- 
fined me within doors, yet, when health and 
strength were restored, I was enabled to re- 
sume missionary labors, with the Divine 
help. On various occasions, I have held ser- 
vices in twenty different churches, with mis- 
sion stations, and at other places from time 
to time during the past months of the eccle- 
siastical year. To meet those appoint- 
ments, I have travelled over 2,000 miles, 
with other duties of a pastoral nature.”

MR. FRANCIS’ WORK AMONG THE ETAS OF TOKYO. 


WE published in the May number of this 
magazine aletter from the Rev. Joseph M. 
Francis, in which he described the work 
which he had just begun among the Etas 
of Tokyo. Since then we have received 
another letter from him, dated June 9th, 
in which he tells a story which will be read 
with deep interest. Mr. Francis writes: 
‘After working for three months among 
the Etas, I feel much encouraged by the out- 
look. The interest has seemed to increase 
from week to week, and now we have seven- 
teen persons under instruction for Baptism. 
I hope to baptize four men and several 
children this month, though I may have to 
defer it foralonger time. My special object 
in writing you at this time is to tell you of 
a test to which some of the men under in- 
struction for Baptism have been put lately. 
The Etas are, for the most part, shoemakers, 
and, owing to the prejudice which exists 
against them, it is difficult for them to get 
other employment should they lose their 
present positions. After taking charge of 
the work, one of my first acts was to intro- 
duce a Sunday morning service, and to im- 
press upon the people the necessity of keep- 
ing the Lord’s Day holy. All the catechu- 
mens have been very strict about this, in 
spite of opposition on the part of some of 
their employers. Recently, however, cer- 
tain of the employers determined to take a 
stand against Christianity, and gave five of 
the men a choice between giving up their 
religion or their positions. It must have 
been a hard trial, for of the five men con- 
cerned, two are married and have children, 
one is recently married, and one has anaged 
father and mother dependent upon him. 
Nevertheless, they made their decision 
bravely and gave up their work. The rea- 


sons assigned for discharging them are very 
interesting. I givethem to you just as they 
were sent to me by my catechist: 

“**1, If we continue to employ Christian 
workmen, our business deteriorates, because 
they will not work on Sundays, and when 
there are orders sent from the country 
which have to be filled quickly, they (the 
workmen) do not serve the purpose. 

‘©¢2, We cannot persuade them to do a 
bad job (7. e., to scant their work). 

‘¢¢3. They do not contribute towards the 
expense of repairing the temple, and thus 
fail to pay the proper reverence to the god 
of the city. 

‘¢¢But, if they promise to give up their 
faith, and will burn up the Bible in our 
presence, and make a written promise of 
their intention, we will employ them as be- 
fore.’ 

‘“My catechist’s note to the above is: 
‘Notwithstanding this trial, they are firmly 
resolved not to give up their God, even if 
they become beggars.’ 

‘When I went up to the chapel a few 
nights after receiving the above note, I 
found all the men fully determined to abide 
by their decision, though at that time they 
had been out of work for a week and had 
been unable to find anything todo. I wish 
you could have heard the earnestness with 
which they talked. It was wonderful to 
me that the faith had gotten such a hold 
upon them in so short a time! There was 
no wavering, no indecision, but the most 
beautiful faith displayed. 

‘‘ As their condition was very distressing, 
and they were utterly unable to get employ- 
ment, the catechist asked me whether I 
could not lend him fifty yen to enable them 
to start in business for themselyes, Of 
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course, I felt most anxious to show them in 
a practical way that I sympathized with 
them in their trouble, but at first it seemed 
unwise to lend them the money, as it might 
set a precedent and cause others to become 
Christians with the hope of temporal gain. 
However, after talking the matter over,with 
Mr. Tyng and Mr. Page, I decided to make 
the experiment, if the money could be 
raised. On Whitsun day, at the English 
service in Trinity Church, I stated the 
case to the congregation, and asked that 
their alms might be devoted to this purpose. 
A generous response was made, fifty-one 
dollars being collected. I took the money 
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up the next evening, a written promise be- 
ing given me that they would return the 
money in instalments. This document was 
signed by the catechist as security, all the 
Christians connected with the chapel pledg- 
ing themselves to help to refund the money, 
should the business not prove a success. I 
have every hope that the men will be thor- 
oughly successful and thus overcome the 
league formed against the Christians. 

‘‘The school has increased in numbers, 
between thirty and forty names being on 
the roll now; and the dispensary is also do- 
ing a good work. We ask you to remember 
us in your prayers from time to time.”

MR. THOMSON’S EVANGELISTIC TOUR. 

THE Rev. E. H. Thomson, archdeacon of 
Shanghai, writing under date of May 38ist, 
says: ‘‘I had quite an interesting itineration 
in the country the early part of this month. 
I took three Chinese workers with me; one 
of them being our excellent young Presbyter, 
the Rev. Yu Tang Chu. As he was on sick 
leave I would not permit him to speak often 
or do much work with Testaments and tracts. 
The natives received us very kindly. Inmy 
line of towns they are becoming acquainted 
with me. I wore the Chinese dress, which 
the Rev. Mr. Pott has kindly turned over to 
me, as he has resumed European costume 
in view of the near approach of his vacation 
in the United States. Excepting the shoes 
I found the dress quite comfortable. The 
more practical question is: Is it any advan- 
tage? I must confess that, although rather 
partial to it, I could not see that it gave me 
any especial advantage over my usual 
clothing. 

‘¢J visited all of our stations in the dis- 
trict, and found all doing well, with the ex- 
ception of our boys’ school at Lieu-oo, 

““We have no further word about up- 
river matters. All seems quiet in those 
cities where we have missionaries,” 


A TEACHER WANTED FOR THE JANE BOHLEN 
MEMORIAL SCHOOL. 

The Standing Committee of the Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction of Shanghai have sent an 
earnest plea for the appointment of a quali- 
fied lady teacher to take charge of the Jane 
Bohlen School for Girls at Wuchang. 

INCIDENTS OF DR. BOONE’S WORK. 

Dr. Henry W. Boone writes, under date 
of May 19th, from Shanghai: ‘‘ My work is 
going on as usual. I have had a few inter- 
esting cases lately. The general of the 
Chinese forces stationed here is now a pa- 
tient of mine. He is an Aubin man. I 
hope to gain his good will and to win him 
over. 

‘““A few days ago a Chinese gentleman 
from the province of Hunan, the centre of 
anti-foreign troubles in China, called on 
me. He is sixty-three years of age, owns a 
large drug-store, and is a man of influence 
in his native city. His object in visiting 
Shanghai was to consult a foreign doctor 
and to get a large tumor removed from his 
neck. I have removed the tumor and he is 
now convalescent. The Rev. Mr. Yen has 
visited and talked with the old gentleman. 
By the grace of God he may be brought to 
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a saving knowledge of the Gospel. Even 
should he not become a convert at present, 
he will take home with him a knowledge of 
the truth and very different notions about 
the hated foreigner to those which are so 
current in his native province. 

“Men come to us from all parts of the 
interior, remain in the hospital for treat- 
ment, and’ go home after having been in- 
structed in the great truths of Christianity.” 
NEEDS OF THE WUCHANG MEDICAL WORK. 

Dr. Edward M. Merrins, medical mis- 
sionary, writes from Wuchang, April 12th, 
as follows: ‘‘I have availed myself of the 
recent visit of Bishop Hare to us to call at- 
tention to the needs of the medical work 
here, and have laid certain definite plans 
before him which I trust will meet with the 
approval of the Board. 

‘* At the present time there are two build- 
ings called hospitals belonging to our mis- 
sionin Wuchang. One, asmall one-storied 
building, situated on the hospital compound, 
the Elizabeth Bunn Memorial Hospital ; the 
other, Christ Church Hospital, is a native 
house near the centre of the city. With 
the first building, strictly speaking, I sup- 
pose I have nothing to do, as it was built 
with funds mainly contributed by the ladies 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary, and intended by 
them to be used as a hospital for women, 
under the charge of a lady physician. It is 
against the other building I frame an indict- 
ment. 

‘The hospital for men was formerly on 
the hospital compound. When the building 
had to be abandoned, owing to its ruinous 
condition, the native house now used as a 
hospital was purchased by Dr. Deas on be- 
half of the mission, in the belief that medi- 
cal work could be more effectively carried 
on if the hospital were removed from the 
compound. While no doubt much can be 
said in favor of the change, it had the great 
disadvantage of apparently completely sey- 
ering the medical work from the other 
work of the mission. All of us now think 
it would be better again to have the hospi- 
tal on the compound. The medical work 
ought to form an integral part of the work 
of the whole mission, and it ought to have 
the appearance of being so to the minds of 
the Chinese. A graver objection to the use 
of this building as a hospital is its deplor- 
able condition from a sanitary point of view 
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In this I think Bishop Hare, who inspected 
the building, will bear me out fully. To 
save parts of it from falling to pieces, I 
have had to expend 120 taels, but no amount 
of repairs or alterations will ever make it 
what a hospital should be. 

‘“What I want therefore is money to 
erect a new building on the hospital com- 
pound. It can be done I think for $5,000, 
and we understand that you already have 
the sum of $1,200 set aside for this purpose. 
The present building could be utilized as a 
dispensary, and for this it would answer 
very well, as itis near the centre of the 
city and thus convenient for the Chinese. 
Besides it would enable us to keep away 
from the compound the sons of Belial (un- 
fortunately quite numerous in this part of 
China) who form a fair proportion of dis- 
pensary cases. Of course I should not re- 
quire the whole building for medical pur- 
poses, but with the extension of work in 
Wuchang, part might be required for a day- 
school, or some other purpose. It would 
not, I think, be wise to sell it, for the prop- 
erty in a few years time may be very valu- 
able. Moreover, if we were to sell it now 
we should have to suffer a heavy loss, as we 
have never been able to get the deeds of the 
property sealed, although the sale took place 
nearly seven years ago and all the formali- 
ties of Chinese law were complied with. 
We are trying hard to get them by working 
in various channels, and I think eventually 
we shall succeed. In the meantime, 7. ¢., 
until the new building is erected, with the 
consent of Mr. Graves, who cordially agrees 
with me in this matter, I shall use the Eliz- 
abeth Bunn Memorial Hospital, for the last 
two or three years used as a divinity-school, 
as a hospital for men. It ought not to be 
made the hospital for men permanently as 
(1) it is too small, (2) it would be diverting 
it from the purpose for which it was built, 
and (8) we may, before long, require the 
hospital for women. So much for the build- 
ings. 

“‘ We need an augmented staff of work- 
ers. On this side of the river there a 
ought to be either a lady physician or a 
trained nurse. The Chinese, with their 
strict notions of propriety look with disfavor 
at a single man treating women, and as the 
women themselves only come to us in dire 
necessity, and even then rarely submit to a 
physical examination, we have to work more 
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or less blindly. (By the way, a young man, 
one morning refused to allow me to exam- 
ine his chest as he was afraid I would draw 
the soul out of his body by doing so. For 
a similar reason one cannot photograph pa- 
tients in a hospital.) A lady would be of 
great assistance. Now that Mr. Locke has 
hospital buildings in Hankow, with every 
facility for carrying on medical work, there 
ought to be another physician to have 
charge of the work in Hankow. It will be 
impossible for me satisfactorily to manage 
the work on both sides of the river. May I, 
in connection with this, as a physician urge 
upon you the necessity of sending a lady to 
relieve Mrs. Graves of part of the work she 
is now doing? The care of a family, the 
education of her children, the supervision 
and instruction of the female members of 
the Church, and the superintendence of the 
Bohlen School, considerably overtask her. 

‘There ought to be a house on the hospital 
compound for the physician in charge. At 
present I am living in Mr. Partridge’s house, 
but when he returns [ shall have to leave it. 
Adjoining the Bohlen School there is a small 
house that would do for me, but if I were 
to occupy it I should be colliding with Chi- 
nese notions of propriety, and as far as pos- 
sible that should be avoided. 

‘« If the exchequer were in a plethoric con- 
dition I should also ask for an appropri- 
ation to enable me to purchase instruments 
without drawing on the regular appropria- 
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cal man from the station are totally unfit 
for use and I must get new ones be- 
fore I can begin work. A good microscope 
would be very helpful to me, but I can 
wait. [The microscope has been supplied 
by a generous friend.—ED. ] 

“I know requests similar to the above 
are sent to you from all quarters, and doubt- 
less in some cases the need is greater than 
mine, so I do not expect that all I ask for 
will be granted, but please do what you can 
for me. Remember that ours is the only 
hospital for men in Wuchang, a city of over 
250,000 inhabitants, and that there is no 
hospital for women and no one to attend to 
them. If wereceive the needed encourage- 
ment and help from the Board, I think by 
hearty co-operation a great work may be 
done here during the course of the next few 
years. If not, the work to a large extent 
will be taken out of our hands. 

‘‘P, S.—Since writing the above the deeds 
of the hospital have been sent by the Chi- 
nese magistrate to the American consul, 
with a statement that if we agreed to two 
conditions the deeds would be sealed and 
returned to us. The first required that the 
mission appear as the purchaser instead of 
the late Bishop Boone. As this meant sim- 
ply the erasure of the Bishop’s name, we 
agreed to it. The second stipulated that we 
should not erect any high buildings on the 
property. We declared to the American 
consul that at present we had no intention 


tion. Most of the instruments I now have of doing so. I think we shall now get the 
owing to the prolonged absence of a medi- deeds.”

A NEW HOUSE NEEDED AT MAEBASHI. 

THE Rev. J. Lindsay Patton writes from 
Maebashi as follows: ‘‘I am now living 
on avery desirable piece of property. The 
owners are anxious to sell it, and both 
Bishop Hare and the Standing Committee 
think it desirable for us to own property 
here. 

‘¢Bishop Hare appointed the Rev. Mr. 
Page to see the owners and find out for 
what price they would be willing to sell the 
place. Itis quite large, being nearly two 
acres. The first price the owners mentioned 
was 6,000 yen. They were told that this 
was out of the question. So they have now 
stated in an indirect manner that they 
would take 3,000 yen for it, This is not a 


very high price, for it is within easy reach 
of the business centres of the city, and is 
quite a pretty place. I know of no place in 
the town which would be half so suitable 
for our work as this. The Congregational- 
ists wanted to buy property here, but every- 
thing was so high that they had to go away 
off to a village. This place is an exception- 
al opportunity. The present owners came 
into possession by a mortgage, and are as a 
natural result, very anxious to sell. I really 
think that we can buy for somewhat less 
than the 3,000 yen I mentioned above. 

‘“So I wish to ask for $2,000, United 
States gold, to buy this place. With regard 
to the advisability of owning property in 
this section I can only say that it is the 
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natural centre of one of the most populous 
districts in Japan, and therefore marks 
itself out as a natural centre for mission 
work. We have only two catechists at 
work up here now, but more are needed for 
the carrying on of the work already started. 
I have appealed to the Standing Committee 
to recommend the appropriation by the 
Board, of money to start two more stations 
with catechists for the present exigencies 
of the work. 

‘The house we live in is very airy and 
comfortable just now that the weather is 
warm, but in the winter with all my best 
endeavors it was rendered barely comfort- 
able. During the cold weather we have 
regularly every day violent winds blowing 
fresh from the snow-covered mountains only 
a few miles off. While these winds are 
blowing our house is a perfect whirlwind of 
draughts. Many a time when I have opened 
a door in passing from one room to the other 
have I felt the wind blowing my hair about 
my head, and that too with all the windows 
and doors shut save the one in which I was 
standing. Most of the windows on the 
north and west sides of the house were 
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pasted up with paper and packed with raw 
cotton, yet in spite of this the house was 
almost like a sieve. The only way we could 
keep warm was by huddling around the 
stove in a little room hardly large enough 
to get my writing-desk in. When these 
winds were blowing, and they blow about 
twelve hours out of the twenty-four, if I 
passed from the room where the fire was, 
out into the vestibule by our front door, the 
draught was not from the vestibule where 
there was no fire to the stove, but just the 
reverse, the wind howling around us, actu- 
ally making a current through the house 
past the stove and out to the southern side 
of the house. 

“You cannot be in much doubt as to 
what this is the prelude to. It is neither 
more nor less than that I want to ask the 
Board at least to build me a house where the 
lamps will not be in continual danger of 
being extinguished. I have written to the 
Standing Committee about it and they have 
promised to let the Board know of my need 
and to ask for an appropriation to make me 
more comfortable next winter by building 
a house.’’ 


HAITI. 


OFFICIAL ACTS BY BISHOP HOLLY. 

BisHop HOLLY writes from Port-au- 
Prince, June 15th, as follows: ‘‘I madean 
episcopal visitation to the parish of the Good 
Shepherd in the mountains of Léogane a 
week ago. On Whitsun-day, the 5th in- 
stant, service was held in the chapel at 
Bigoné, the central one of the five in that 
parish. At that service I confirmed thirty- 
six candidates for confirmation, about one- 
half of whom were from the chapel re- 
cently established at Petit Boucau. About 
five-sixths of those confirmed were fathers 
and mothers of families and unmarried 
adults, On Monday in Whitsun-week I 
held service in the chapel at Deslandes and 
baptized an infant. 

‘“©On Trinity Sunday, the 12th instant, I 
confirmed two candidates, a young man 
and a young woman, in Trinity Church, in 
this city, being the anniversary of the 
parish. The congregation has held its ser- 
vices in the school-house erected recently 
on our church lot, and temporarily fitted 


up for a chapel, as previously stated, since 
the 29th of May ultimo. The four years’ 
dispersion of the members since the 
fire of 1888 had produced during such 
a long period a discouraging effect upon 
them. The full time to rally them around 
a centre of our own, however humble, 
has come. Since May 29th our Sunday 
morning and evening services and that of 
Wednesday evening have been re-estab- 
lished. The change from sadness to joy 
has been instantaneous among them, as if 
produced by the fabled influence of the ma- 
gician’s wand. We take fresh courage by 
God’s help to go forward. 

‘«« We cannot rest until our church edifice 
shall be built, and therefore will soon begin 
its foundation. We cease not to look for 
the full amount of the aid from our friends 
in the United States, the appeal for which 
the Board has endorsed. We have the as- 
surance that the Haitian Government will 
make to us a further contribution to aid us 
in building the church.”

Tn an address at a meeting in behalf of 
the Christian League, Mrs. Mary A. Liver- 
more, in speaking of a meeting held for an- 
other purpose, referred to the generosity of 
Lady Henry Somerset. Shesaid: ‘* When 
a woman got up and told the story of her 
charitable work, and appealed for help to 
carry it on—told how she ‘had sold all her 
property in the interest of her work, and had 
taken care of 500 children, picked up home- 
less and friendless, had put them on a farm 
and commenced schools for them, and hay- 
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ing gone so far in her expenditures had found 
herself $3,000 in debt, and if anybody chose 
to help her a little she would be so glad; she 
knew she could raise that amount some time, 
but felt that she could do so much better work 
if she could have it now, if only that heavy 
debt were lifted, and after she had finished, 
Lady Somerset asked for her subscription 
book, and wrote something in it, and I heard 
her say, ‘ You need not bring that book out 
again,’ I knew then that she had subscrib- 
ed a large amount, and I found that the 
whole debt was lifted.” 


THE GREAT PRINCIPLE OF MEDI- 
CAL MISSIONS. 


THE English Church Missionary Society 
has decided to do more for medical missions, 
and it has resolved that a medical mis- 
sion auxiliary fund be opened for the pur- 
pose of supporting medical missions connect- 
ed with the society, and that an auxiliary 
committee, with an honorary secretary, be 
appointed, who would promote the auxiliary 
fund, and with whom the general committee 
might confer respecting the society’s medi- 
cal missions generally. Herbert Lankester, 
M.D., has been chosen as honorary secretary 
of this auxiliary committee. 

At a meeting in behalf of the fund, lately 
held at Eastbourne, Dr. E. Downes, who has 
been for seven years a missionary physician 
in Kashmir, said of the great principle of 
medical missions: ‘‘I have been asked to 
read a paper on medical missions, and es- 
pecially on the proposed plan of the Church 
Missionary Society to place medical mis- 
sions under a special committee. As a 
late medical missionary, I can speak of 
the immense value of medical missions, 
I will not take up time in describing the 
relief to pain or saving of life, which is 
part of the object of this agency. Much 
as we desire to do this, I think that if this 
were the only object of our medical missions, 
it would not be justifiable to spend money col- 
lected for preaching the Gospel on this pur- 
pose. But this is not the only, not indeed 
the chief, object of medical missions. We 
wish our medical missions to be a means of 
bridging over prejudices and differences 
which separate us as Christian missionaries 
from the heathen and Mohammedans, to 
whom we wish to preach the Gospel. We 
also wish to make medical missions an ob- 
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ject lesson, to show these people what Chris- 
tianity is, viz., that itis a system of love, 
that it aims at relieving suffering of all kinds, 
and that it wishes to practise what it preach- 
es when it says, ‘Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself.’ 

“Indeed, we want to go further. We tell 
these people about the Jove of God, and we 
tell them about Jesus, the Son of God, who 
loved them, and gave Himself for them. 
They say they cannot understand it, and so 
cannot believe it. We wish to show them 
in a visible form what the spirit of Christ is. 
We say: ‘For Christ's sake we come to you 
in your distress, we will sympathize with 
you and relieve you if we can, and we do so 
because Christ, our Master, has sent. us. 
This is His work. Oh, what a world would 
this become if His reign were accepted, His 
rules obeyed—in a word, if His Kingdom 
should come!’ Wesay to them: ‘This is 
an earnest, small and imperfect it is true, 
but it is an earnest of that Kingdom which 
wewish tosetup. Will younot like toknow 
more of that Kingdom, more of the King 
Himself? Nay, will you not be naturalized, 
so to speak, as citizens of that Kingdom 
which is love, joy, peace, long suffering, 
gentleness, goodness and truth?’ ” 


HOW TO WIN AN AFRICAN. 


THE Rey. Canon Taylor Smith of Sierra 
Leone, said at the last annual meeting of the 
Church Missionary Society in London: 
‘¢ You can never win an African unless you 
first love him; and then, when you love 
him, like all human nature he responds to 
the love. The African has a sweetness of 
character which I have not found excelled, 
even in England. The Africans of the 
Bible were gentle and kind. I call to your 
mind Abed-Melech, who lifted Jeremiah the 
Prophet from the dungeon and the mire ; 
Simon the Cyrenian, who carried the Cross 
of our beloved Master and Lord ; the Ethi- 
opian eunuch who asked Philip the evan- 
gelist to step up beside him, and was will- 
ing to listen to the explanation of the Old 
Book. 

‘The African is the same to-day. Did time 
permit I could tell you of many Africans. 
I could tell you of one of the men in Free- 
town who gave me this ring [exhibiting it], 
which I now wear, when I came home from 
ill-health, and said it would ‘buckle us to 
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gether in the Gospel till you return.’ I could 
tell you of my own faithful servant, Simp- 
son, who nursed me for days and weeks, 
night and day, most willingly during my 
fever, and as I came away pressed this other 
little ring into my hand and said, ‘Oh! my 
master, I count the moons (or months) till 
you return. Pray for me, and I will pray 
for you. Come back, and that soon.’ ” 


MISSION WORK IN NEW YORK CITY. 
‘* DARKNESS and Daylight; or, Lights and 
Shadows of New York Life” (A. D. Wor- 
thington & Co., Hartford, Connecticut), is 
a work of great importance and value to all 
who take an interest in the poor, the un- 
fortunate, the degraded and the vicious in 
our great cities, and especially to all who 
are engaged in mission and rescue work. 

The greater part of the book is by Mrs. 
Helen Campbell, an experienced city mis- 
sionary and a skilful and very attractive 
writer. Colonel Thomas W. Knox, the 
well-known author and trained journalist, 
follows with chapters descriptive of little 
known phases of New York city life. 

The book consists of vivid representations 
by the pen and the camera (there are 250 
engravings from photographs) of scenes in 
well-known Christian missions in the worst 
districts, evangelistic work by day and by 
night by mission workers in cheap lodging- 
houses and cellars, in back streets and alleys, 
in dens of infamy and crime, in the homes 
of the poor, in the wretched tenement- 
houses, in hospitals and among charitable 
institutions, among the 6,000 well-to-do pro- 
fessional beggars, and the 100,000 child 
workers, in the police, detective, and fire 
departments, in opium joints and among the 
denizens of Mott street and other portions of 
Chinatown, and among the Italians of Mul- 
berry street, and along its famous ‘‘ bend.’’ 

The work abounds in the most striking 
and convincing testimonies of the power of 
the Gospel lovingly and faithfully presented 
to redeem souls from the lowest depths, and 
to reform the vilest districts. 

In a lengthened introduction, Dr. Lyman 
Abbott notices Henry Mayhew’s ‘“ London 
and the London Poor,” ‘‘ The Bitter Cry of 
Outcast London,” ‘‘In Darkest England and 
the Way Out,” Charles Booth’s ‘* Labor and 
Life of the People,” and on this side of the 
water Jacob Riis’ ‘‘How the Other Half 
Lives.” 


MISCELLANY. 


Of “Darkness and Daylight” he says: 
‘‘It ig in a noble succession and worthy of 
the literary class to which it belongs.” It 
is, however, far superior to any of them in 
its graphic accounts of Christian work and 
its results among the poor, the degraded, 
and the vicious. 

The book is very highly commended by 
Bishops Brooks, Clark, Coxe, McLaren and 
many other eminent men. Bishop Clark 
says: ‘‘ It ought to be placed in every home, 
and every one who reads it will be all the 
better for it” Bishop Brooks says: ‘‘No 
one can read it without profound emotion.” 
Bishop McLaren writes: ‘‘I wish it great 
success.” Bishop Coxe says: ‘It awakens 
a powerful interest in chapters of human 
vice and misery which good citizens ought 
to study and to ponder.” 


FRAGMENTS. 


After hearing two missionary ser- 
mons in Melbourne, Australia, recently, a 
man in very moderate circumstances sent 
$2,500 to be divided between missions in 
India and New Guinea. 


——Mr. Joseph Arbely, a native of Syria, 
and a graduate of the Syrian Protestant col- 
lege at Beirut has started in New York city 
a weekly paper in the Arabic language 
for the thousands of Arabic speaking peo- 
ple now in the United States. The title 
of the paper is the Kankob America (or Star 
of America). 

—In one of the missions of the Ameri- 
can Board in India, that at Marathi, re- 
trenchment in some form became necessary 
last year, and the native preachers and 
teachers gave up two months’ salary, leav- 
ing their work through the week for that 
time and taking whatever employment 
they could find to keep out of debt. Some 
of them went into the harvest fields as 
laborers in order to supply their necessities. 


The Rev. H. C. Knox, of China, says 
that Chinese converts are governed by the 
law of self-sacrifice. In illustration he re- 
fers to a native bookseller, who had been 
taken up and beaten for reading Christian 
books, and who, when he heard that the 
Rev. H. S. Phillips was alone and in dan- 
ger, walked forty miles in order to stand by 
him. He had heard this bookseller, after a 
weary day’s labor, pleading with souls for 
hours until the near morning.

At this meeting the attendance of the general officers and all diocesan officers 
of the Auxiliary is particularly desired. 

Thursday, the 6th, is the day planned for the General Meeting of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. There will be a celebration of the Holy Communion at 
which the united offering will be made, followed by the morning session, and 
after luncheon, a second session will be held. It is hoped that women will be 
present from every diocese and missionary lepipg Sa throughout the land. 


THE UNITED OFFERING. 
THE ENROLMENT FUND. 
In the letter upon this subject sent out by the president of the Western 
' New York Branch, she says : 
‘‘Last year we were able to send from this diocese $1,000 as our first contribution to 
the Fund. But the effort was by no means general,—only fourteen parishes contributing 
out of the fifty-five in which the Auxiliary is represented. Of this sum $500 came from 


one parish alone, and was the result of the work of one earnest woman who cared, If 
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anything like the million dollars is to be raised, the $1,000 which we have sent must be 
increased many-fold. We of this diocese have individually and collectively a responsi- 
bility to see to it that we do our full share. When the history of the Fund is read at the 
General Convention next October, shail we feel satisfied if Western New York has shown 
itself dead or indifferent in so great and enduring a work? Other dioceses are awake 
and striving earnestly—let us emulate their zeal. 

‘‘Let every parish and mission in the diocese resolve to share in the privilege and 
blessing of this thank-offering—those who have much giving plenteously, and those who 
have little doing their diligence to give of that little. Let those who have already con- 
tributed, strive to increase their gifts this year, and those who have done nothing hasten 
to begin the work. This cannot be accomplished without earnest and systematic effort. 
Let two or three women be appointed in each parish to solicit offerings of any sums, large 
or small, from every one, man, woman or child in the parish, and let it be doneq uickly, 
before the interest flags. 

“Even the poorest could give at least ten cents, so claiming a share in the blessing. 
But if the sum is to be made up, those who are able must certainly give more liberally, 
for it is evident that for every ten-cent gift there must be one of twice that number of 
dollars to maintain the necessary average. 

‘Let us then take up this work earnestly and heartily; but in doing this, we must 
see that it does not interfere in any way with our otber work. 

‘“We all have our parish interests, and our diocesan branch has assumed money 
responsibilities for salaries and scholarships, that cannot be met unless all take some 
share in the burden. Let us do these things, and not leave the others undone; but let 
our contributions to the Enrolment Fund be over and above our other efforts—the results 
of extra self-denial—the measure of our zeal for the Church, and of our desire that the 
kingdoms of this world should become the Kingdom of our Lord and of His Christ.” 


ARE YOU TOO POOR TO GIVE TO MISSIONS ? 


WE sometimes hear from parishes and from individuals, that they are too 
poor to give to missions. For along time the Niobrara Branch of the Aux- 
iliary has been to these both an example and a reproof. We would ask them 
now to read carefully Mr. Sowerby’s letter printed in this number, to put them- 
selves in the place of his little band of Chinese converts at Ichang, and to ask 
themselves honestly, if they are not as able as those poor and ignorant people 
to aid the mission work of Christ’s Church. 

Mr. Sowerby assures us that, if his people do give, it will be from the 
motive of love to Christ. Is it from lack of that constraining motive that any 
of us are willing to make use of the plea, ‘‘ we are too poor to give” ? 


A WORD FROM MISSISSIPPI. 


Ir is a pleasure to be able to print, from time to time, words that come 
from diocesan officers, for the encouragement and guidance of those within 
their own branches. Suggestions and advice which prove helpful in one branch 
are likely to prove the same elsewhere, and what was at first set forth as good 
for one, we gladly make known for the benefit of all: The secretary of the 
Mississippi Branch writes : 

There are many earnest Christian women, in Mississippi as elsewhere, who feel their 
responsibilities, and who can do, as they think, nothing for the cause of their Blessed 
Master, They lead isolated lives as Christians, having no church near them, being 
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members of no parish, hearing the voice of the Church only at long intervals, or perhaps 
catching only its faint murmurs through the pages of a Church paper. There they read 
of associations of women working, giving, and accomplishing great things. To such 
women even an organized branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary in the diocese is something 
too far away for personal contact, but the Auxiliary comes to her really as a “help,” 
it gives her some work she can do. 

It was once this writer’s privilege to be associated with one who, in addition to 
other infirmities of age, was very deaf. As she very seldom left her house it was a mat- 
ter of some surprise to hear her speak of her ‘‘society meetings” every Friday. It 
proved that she was the only member, but on every Friday afternoon she worked on 
something which she sold, using the money for charities or Church purposes, or 
she gave the articles. Now there are very few of us who could not do the same. If 
there is nothing better attainable, quilt squares may be made to be sewed together after- 
ward in an Indian mission. But more than this can be done by nearly every one. Some 
article of underclothing can occasionally be made, and the maker can learn where to 
send it by applying to the diocesan secretary.

A MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
CONVERTS. 

THE Rev. H. Sowerby writes from Ichang, 
April 30th: 

‘‘T have just received your letter, with 
the report of the Woman’s Auxiliary and 
the circular. 

“‘It is a most curious coincidence that 
only this week I was thinking that our na- 
tive Christians ought to be taught to take 
an interest in the whole of Christ’s Church 
all over the world, and especially in the 
mission work of the Church everywhere. 
It would, I thought, be so helpful to them; 
but then three great difficulties came to my 
mind. 

‘“‘ First. Except in Shanghai, or at our 
large schools, the Chinese know nothing of 
geography. You may laugh, but their 
knowledge is so small that general mission 
news would be most confusing to them, and 
many of them would say ‘What! are

there heathen or unbelievers out of China?’ 
I am speaking of our common class of 
Church members, not the scholars trained 
in our boarding-schools. 

“‘Second. Many cannot read well enough 
to read the Bible, and if they could read 
there is no missionary news in the Chinese 
language. 

‘‘But these two difficulties could, no 
doubt, be overcome. 

‘« When in the China Inland Mission, and 
later at the Wuchang station, I taught the 
native Christians that giving was a duty, 
even though they could give only a few 
brass cash. I believe we have to teach 
them that it is a Divine law to give from 
love to Christ, and I have always found the 
most ready response from even the poorest 
of our converts, and some are poor indeed ! 

‘(In Nganhwee less than a dozen paid 
the rent of a street-preaching hall, and 
helped others with alms. The collection 
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was made every Sunday, and each put his 
gift into a large red box with texts written 
Over it, on almsgiving. A hymn was sung 
during the time they were coming up and 
dropping their offerings in the box. 

“In Wuchang I used the envelope sys- 
tem, and found it answer well, as many 
could afford to give more than they cared 
to carry of the heavy Chinese cash. And 
in Ichang from the first I have used this 
plan. The hall used for Divine service has 
been furnished by the Ichang Christians. 
They have assisted to bury the dead of 
those who needed money help, and have 
aided others who by sickness had lost for 
the time the daily bread of the family. 

“ Now, after all this talk, I come to the 
third difficulty, which your most welcome 
letter will, I trust, overcome. 

‘*T have thought the converts giving to 
their own congregation to bea plain duty, 
and that friends at home would agree with 
me in feeling it to be, however small the 
sum, a sign of real life. But for them to 
offer to give to other missions, or even to the 
work elsewhere in China, while still need- 
ing support from the home Church, I 
feared might be regarded that we were 
trying to make out that we had accom. 
plished far more than we really have. 
Now, from your letter I see that this will 
not be the case, but that you look on it 
in the only light in which I could put it to 
any congregation, whether Chinese, Indian 
or (what we here call) foreign: that is, as a 
privilege to join in the great works of love 
of Christ’s Church; and that though, from 
a business point of view, it may seem like 
putting money from one pocket into the 
other, it really is not so, but is as a parent 
allowing a child’s self-denial by accepting as 
a loving gift a part of that which the child 
has at first received from him. 

«‘ Your letter has made me feel that what 
I had in mind only this week is of very 
great importance, and I think can be 
worked ; at any rate I will try: 

‘First. To teach and try to interest 
them in the whole Mission field, as a matter 
which they, as Christians, ought to take in- 
terest in. 

‘‘Second. To teach them that to give to 
this cause is a privilege, by which they may 
share in the great mission work of the 
Church. 

‘“‘My proposed scheme for a missionary 
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society in the Church of SS. Simon and 


~Jude, Ichang, would be: 


“1, That two meetings be held monthly, 
one for men, the first Wednesday, for 
women the second Thursday. 

‘2. That a special prayer for Missions be 
used every Wednesday and Thursday, at 
the men’s and women’s Bible-classes. 

‘© 3. That subscriptions be paid monthly. 

«‘4. That a yearly collection be made in 
the church, offered with the other sums at 
a celebration of the Blessed Sacrament. 

‘‘5, That children meet with the adults 
while our numbers are so small. 

‘«T would act as president of this society, 
Mrs. Sowerby as honorary secretary. 

‘«* You must understand that it is your 
letter which has made me seriously think of 
this subject as a practical matter, and that 
I have now to set to work to see what can 
be done to interest and teach the people. 
You see that a map of the world has no 
meaning for them, nor has a globe; but if 
our school-children can learn these things, 
why not the adults? If there is any real 
Christian life in their souls, when once the 
idea is made clear to them, they will give; 
but of course among such poor people, and 
with Chinese money worth so little, the 
amount will not be large. But it will be, 
however small, given from the motive of 
love to Christ; of this I can speak with 
certainty. 

**To help me in this matter, can you send 
me something illustrated about Africa and 
the Indians? The letter-press I shall greatly 
need to help me, and the illustrations will 
not fail to interest the Chinese, I am sure. 

‘Our women are not like those at Shang- 
hai, who are, many of them, fairly well off; 
and the husbands of our women give for the 
whole family; the women have notin many 
cases much, if any, money to spend. So for 
some time yet you must not look to the 
amount, as long as we are sowing the right 
seed about giving. 

‘*T think that what the Indians have done 
the Chinese can do, and T believe it will 
greatly aid the work of Christ in their own 
hearts if we can succeed in interesting the 
converts. 

** You will be glad to hear that we bap- 
tized nine on Easter Day, and at Shasze 
six. They were all catechumens before the 
riots, and so have held firmly to their wish 
to enter Christ’s Church.”
